JEFFERSON CITY, May 8.—A demur- 
rer to Attorney-General Barker’s quo 
warranto proceeding to fine the foreign 
fire insurance companies wich have 
suspended business in the State, and

Judge Thomas Bates of Chicago and 
F. N. Judson of St. Louis filed the de- 
murrer. They arrived last night. Jo- 
seph W. Folk paid an early visit to the 
office of Attorney-General John T. Bar- 
ker to try to bring about an understand- 
ing between the companies and the State 
authorities. 

Folk arrived last night and went to 
the Attcrney-General’s office early. He 
was in cOrference with Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barker for some time. 

The demurrer to Barker’s quo war- 
ranto proceeding will zair. for the in- 
surance companies more time.

Walter De Mumm was shot and se- 
riously wounded on Dec. 12 last by Mrs. 
Marie van Rensimer Barnes, an Ameri- 
can woman, in Paris, whose career had 
attracted international attention. Wal- 
ter de Mumm was already well known 
in Paris as an allround sportsman, a 
hard rider to hounds and a terror on 
the highways, where he drove a 100- 
horsepower. automobile at breakneck 
Speed. Mrs. Barnes had called him 
“the handsomest man in the world.” 

At the time of the shooting De Mumm 
was 27 years old. Mrs. Barnes, who 
was said to be 25, had been divorced 
several times. She lived in a fashion- 
‘Able district in Passy and the cosmo- 
politan gatherings in her drawing room 
‘Were a feature of one side of Paris’ 
social life. 

De Mumm met her at a reception and 
in a short time they were seen every- 
‘where together. Then came the shoot- 
ing, De Mumm being wounded twice. 
The affair caused a great stir in Paris. 
“Mrs. Barnes disappeared and the in- 
terest in the case was increased by the 
mystery that surrounded it. 

De Mumm was aide to Alfred Le 
Blanc in the international balloon race 
that started at St. Louis in 1910, and 
wis picture appeared on the so-called 
““death film,”’ seven of those in the 
motion picture having since been 
peated.

Federal Judge Fines Windsor

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 8.—“Grand 
gift-drawing contests’’ used by mer- 
chants of Windsor, Mo., to draw 
country shoppers on market days were 
declared lotteries, illegal under Federal] 
statutes, by Judge Van Valkenbureh 
in the Federal Court here today.

Affidavit Said to Charge Lieuten- 
ant-Governor O’Hara Took 
Her to a Chicago Hotel. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 8.—Follow- 
ing the filing of an affidavit which 
is said to allege that Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Barrett O’Hara had been at the 
Sherman House in Chicago,. Jan. 17, 18 


jand 19 with a Springfield woman and had 


registered as “&. D. Duncan and wife,’’ 
the Illinois Senate made arrangements 
to day to begin a searching inquiry and 
Senator Ettelson of the Executive Com- 
mittee will ask for power to summon 
and compel the attendance of witnesses. 

O’Hara has declined to make a state- 
ment today, except to express the wish 
that the investigation be speedy and 
thorough, so that he may be set right 
before the public as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

The charges are contained in an af- 
fidavit which is signed by the woman 
who is said to have accompanied 
O’Hara to the hotel. It was submitted 
by Richard M. Sullivan, a Sangamon 
County deputy sheriff who previously 
had given a newspaper interview that 
such a document was in existence. 


Tries te Withhold Charges. 
O’Hara demanded .a summons for Sul- 


livan, and after a considerable search 
he was found and appeared late yester- 
day. He explained that he had not 
brought about the making of the affi- 
davit, that he did not desire to come 
before the Senate and that he did not 
desire to make any charges. 

He said, however, that the interview 
printed, in which it was intimated that 
he had, obtained an affidavit against 
the Liéutenant-Governor, was partly 
correct. 

Asked if he had such an affidavit in 
his possession, he said he had, but that 
he had obtained it only the preceding 
evening from the person who got it 
originally, and only after he had been 
summoned to appear before the Senate. 
He was asked to produce the affidavit 
and did so. 

Lieutenant-Governor O’Hara, who sald 
he spoke for the entire commission, said 
this afternoon that testimony contained 
in the affidavit was perjured testimony. 

‘Interests hit by the investigation of 
the White Slavery Commission in Spring- 
field and elsewhere have resorted to the 
usual tactics of such interests when 
their methods of oppression are re- 
vealed, They have perjured testimony 
in an attack on the commission,” he 
said. 

Before the hearing the Executive 
Committee of the Senate went into con- 
ference for an hour behind closed doors 
in O’Hara’s office. 

When the Senate met, Senator glanny 
was called to the chair’by Lieut. Gov. 
O’Hara. Senator Ettelson moved that 
the Senate resolve itself into commit- 
tee of the whole. The motion carried 
and Senator Manny at once appointed 
Senators Ettelson, O’Connor, Jones and 
Daily to act as an Examining Com- 
mittee to investigate the charges.

It Is Told by Mrs. .Weiss, Chair- 
man of Pure Milk Commission 
Distributing Committee.

Here is the official and ‘authentic 
story of how pure milk saved the lives 
of twin ‘babies whose mother obtained 
the milk for their feeding from one of 
the St. Louis Pure Milk Commission’s 
life-saving stations last summer. 

The story is told by Mrs. Minnle D. 
Weiss, chairman of the Distributing 
Committee of'the Pure’ Milk Commis- 
sion, in her annual report of that com- 
mittee’s work, now just ‘published in 
the Pure Milk Commission's ninth an- 
nual report. 


“The history of a pair of twins from 
a, station where there was no nurse will 
serve to show what pure milk can do,”’ 
writes Mrs. Weiss. ‘“‘When they were 
first registered, Sept. 12, 1912, one baby 
weighed 4 pounds and 10 ounces, the 
other 4 pounds and 1 ounce. 

“During the month of September 
there was very slight improvement, and 
the -doctor did not expect to save the 
babies, but by November the first baby 
weighed 11 pounds and 4 ounces and 
the other weighed 9 pounds and 9 
ounces: At the present time they are 
healthy, thriving babies.”’ 

There’s a “true story with a happy 
ending’’ for you! How. splendid is its 
encouragement to aid the great work 
of saving the lives of the tenement 
babies by supplying them with the pure 
milk which alone gives them strength 
to withstand the summer's deadly 
Who would begrudge a contribu- 
tion to such a cause? Every dollar 
contributed to this cause helps to save 
the life of some little tet of the tene- 
ments. 


{Other Features of “Save the Babies’’ 


Work. 

And here’s another point in Mrs. 
Weiss’ story concerning these same 
twin babies. ‘“The mother,’’ writes Mrs. 
Weiss, ‘‘was intelligent enoush to fol- 
low the instructions of the doctor un- 
assisted, but there are many mothers 
who must be taught in the home if we 
are to have the best results with the 
feeding of pure milk. 

“It is wasted effort on the part of 
the commission to have the milk pre- 
pared and delivered with such great 
Care and then go into homes where 
there is no ice, or, if ice is provided. 
the milk is not kept properly cooled. 

‘Where the milk is poured from its 
sterile bottle and heated in a pan, often 
none too clean, where nipples are not 
kept clean, where milk left by the baby 
is used the next time, where the moth- 
ers put the bottles to their mouths to 
see whether or not the milk is the right 
temperature—mothers do not know the 
simplest rules of baby hygiene. 

“Such cases should be yisited persist- 
ently until everything in connection 
with the baby’s care and feeding is in 
good working order.” 

Pure milk, free ice, ample instruction 
clinics at every pure milk station to

Under such a 
plan of action the protest probably will 
not be delivered today. 

The presentation of the protest will 

open thé formal diplomatic negotiations 
which may lead to a test in the Su- 
preme Court of whether such a law is 
in contravention of the treaty with Ja- 
pan. , 
The negotiations also may lead to a 
proposal of arbitration at The Hague 
tribunal, or a deterimnation of the an- 
thropological status of the Japanese race 
to settle whether they are eligible to 
citizenship in the United States.

PRIVILEGE OR DEMAGOGISM. 

The protest of the Business Men’s League against 
the clause in the sundry civil bill exempting la- 
bor organizations and combinations of farmers 
from prosecution, under the Sherman anti-trust 
law is justified. It expresses the general opposi- 
tion to legal privilege and supports the principle 
of equality under law. 

The House accepted the clause and the Senate, 
just before adopting the bill, defeated an amend- 
ment atriktng out the clause, The bill with the 
exemptions goes te Preaident Wilson for his ap- 
proval. 

The organized wage earners and farmers should 
vigorously protest against the clause. It is 
based upon an assumption that they need to be 
protected against acts which are criminal and 
deserve prosecution when committed by others. 
No matter how the exemption may be fortified 
by references to unlawful acts and reasonable 
prices, the assumption of the criminal character 
and intent of labor and farmer organizations is 
clear. 

Why exempt these organizations if their intents 
and acts are lawful and if they seek only fair 
and reasonable ends? Under such conditions 
they are not likely to be prosecuted and are cer- 
tain to be acquitted if prosecuted. 

They are in danger only if they do wrong and 
oppress others, and the law should never exempt 
wrongdoers. 

Wage earners and farmers should protest 
against the clause because it confers upon them 
special privileges under the law. They are pro- 
testing against the privileges of manufacturers 
and employers. If they accept legal privileges 
they are debarred from protest against the grant- 
ing “of privileges to others. It will be a sad day 
when the sop of privilege is accepted by those 
upon whom the burden of privilege rests most 
heavily. 

The anti-trust law does not forbid mere com- 
bination. We believe in combinations and co- 
operation for mutual benefit. Wrongful com- 
bination for the.oppression and spoliation of 
others is the criminal act. 

We believe that organizations of individuals, 
especially of wage earners, to better their con- 
dition never can and never will be placed on the 
same basis as combinations of capital to exploit 
the public. But the anti-trust iaw is not de- 
signed to punish individuals who organize to bet- 
ter their condition by legitimate means. 

The clause grants immunity for acts that are 
forbidden by law or it means nothing, and is, 
therefore, an insult to the intelligence of work- 
men and farmers. Fs 

How can Democratic Congressmen who are 
pledged to destroy privilege justify voting for 
special legal privileges for two classes of citizens? 
How can President Wilson reconcile his eloquent 
advocacy of equality under law and freedom of 
business with approval of such exemptions? 

With what face could the Democratic admin- 
istration attack privileges and prosecute monopoly 
after’ granting a legal privilege which, if it does 
not actually violate the principle of equality by 
giving special immunity for crime, is as coarse 
a piece of demagogism as ever blotted a statute 
bcok. 

President Wilson should follow President Taft’s 
example by vetoing the bill. 
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It is impossible to conceive of a more eloquent 
and convincing argument in favor of woman’s 
suffrage than burning a church. The British suf- 
fragettes are so logical.

The 
question of water rates is now under considera- 
tion for recommendations to the Municipal 
Assembly. 

Not only should the Public Service Commission 
be continued and supplied with means until the 
water works report is completed, but no bill deal- 
ing with water rates should be adopted until the 
report is submitted. The House should hold the 
Council bill until it can act intelligently in the 
light of the commission’s information and recom- 
mendations. 

Why legislate in the dark when light is avail- 
able? It seems a childish proceeding.

The head assis- 
tants have been going to the pseudo college 
known by the name pf Teachers’ College for 
years and for what purpose? Not to advance 
them and open up the way for higher positions, 
but to keep in positions the teachers at this 
pseudo college. Is the public aware of the fact 
that 16 teachers are employed at an approximate 
expenditure of $35,000, to prepare 70 young 
women to‘teach In owr grade schools. 

I again assert that principals rarely visit the 
rooms in their schools, for I have talked with 
many teachers and it is the statement of each 
and every one of them that their principals sel- 
dom if ever spend more than three or four 
minutes at a time in their rooms. How can the 
principal mark his tea¢hers on such casual visits? 
What is his basis? ‘Why, simply favoritism— 
personality agreeable 'to him—has a pull with 
the “powers that be.” 

There must be a change tn this unjust system 
and the teachers are Jooking to the members of 
the Board of Educatiaqn to take up this matter 
with the superintendent. Increase the ratio of 
first assistants, open the high schools to the ef-, 
ficient and capable hé@ad assistants and keep out 
aliens. This will put new life into the teaching 
profession of our city.
